TitK weal her has now been rather 
eool most of the time for-two weeks, 
and there is a marked improvement 
in t he eondit ion of t he fever-stricken 
towns. The tinmher of eases and per¬ 
cent agcof dent I is are hoi h diminished, 
and there is now probably very little 
danger of the disease spreading to any 
new places not already infected—cer¬ 
tainly not unless in the ease of towns 
in exceptionally laid sanitary condi¬ 
tion. Places where health is generally 
good may reasonably consider them¬ 
selves safe for this year, unless we 
soon have a return of hot weather, 
which is ha tally likely to come now to 
last long enough to do much harm. 

With the beginning of cooler weather 
everybody begins to feel more inclined 


I to exertion, and with the natiiral 
j effect of a lower temperature on the 
I disease which is at present the chief 
I obstacle t o the business of thi 1 State, 
j and t he consequent relaxation of <pmr 
antiue restrictions, we may soon begin 
to sec a better feeling and a brighter 
as|u'ct of things all round.. In Jack-- 
souvillc, where the fever is worst, and 
whereits presence causes most anxiety 
and inconvenience, frost may well be 
expected in the course of a few weeks, 
and then the reign of terror w ill beover 
and a few weeks more will see the city 
open to the world. by Thanksgiving 
time we may easily hope that we may 
join w ith .lacksouvillc in rejoicing over 
t he end i'll her t roubles. Let us study 
t his year’s experience well, and profit 
in the future by all the lessons we can 
learn from it. 

Til K UK is nun 1 1 specula t ion as to l he 
probable elTect of the summer's sick¬ 
ness upon the volume of travel the 
coming winter, and many are blue 
over the outlook. We are not dis¬ 
pose], however, to borrow any trou 
bleon that score, for iuall probabilitx 
the fever, which already shows signs of 
waning, will he entirely over at least a 
month before the winter travel usually 
begins, and by the time the season 
would nat urn Ily be on a paying basis 
it will be another mouth behind. It 
would he a timid tourist indeed who 
would be frightened by a fever which 
had ceased for t wo months, especially 
if his plans led him to places where 
then* had never been any fever,at all. 
We think, therefore, that if those who 
are interested in bringing people to 
Winter I'a'rk will take a little pains to 
let it lie known that no fever has been 
within fifty miles of us.and that uolh- 
\ ing is to be feared from it in any way 
during the usual tourist season, we 
should not have any difficulty about | 
get ting all the people we can accomo- , 
date, brace tip. and go to work ; it 
would take a great deal more than 
t his summer’s experience to stofFour 
machinery. In political phrase, our | 
fences may lie. a little shattered, but 


they are far from being beyond repair. 
With a little energetic work they will 
lie as good as ever by mid-winter.
